Victorian State League stars are scrambling for trans-- 
fers to the Philips League as Australia’s national com- 
petition prepares to kick off on Friday night. 


And three PSL 
matches have been res- 
Cheduled because 
APIA, Sydney City and 
St George have to play 
on Sunday in the NSW 
Ampol Cup semi-finals 
which were washed out 
last weekend. 

The reshuffle means 
Fitzroy and St. George 
meet at Olympic Park at 3 
pm on Monday; Brisbane 
Lions and Sydney City 
clash at Perry Perk, Bris- 
bane, at 8 pm on Friday 
and APIA and West Adel- 
aide mest at Marconi Oval 
at 8 pm on Friday. 

Yakka Banovic of Essen- 
don Croatia, rated among the 
finest goalkeepers in Austra- 
lia, is the most prominent Vic- 
torian player seeking to move 
up into the Philips League. 

Banovic, who has played 
for, Victoria and his home 
State, South Australia, is de- 
termined to join Fitzroy. 

His Croatia team mate, 
striker Tommy Cumming, 
also wants a transfer to a PSL 
club. Cumming won the 1978 
Rothmans Medal and the Bill 
Fleming Player of the Year 
award. 

State representative 
sweeper John Yzendoorn, 
who won the ‘’Seccer Ac- 
tion” Victorian player of the 
year award for 1978, is one 
of two Slavia players eager to 
switch to the PSL. 

The other is striker Jim 
Paton, top scorer in the 
State League last season. 
He was a star with 
Quesn’s Park in Scotland 
before joining Slavia in 
early 1978.

Before 
venturing down under, he 
played with Novi Sad: (Yu- 
goslavia), Sparta Rotterdam 
(Holland) and Bolivar (Boli- 
via). 

His international ex- 
perience wilt hold him in good 
stead for the PSL. 

Joesph Gelai will have a 
headache trying to find a

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— A striker whose deadly 
speed has left many full backs 
floundering. Likes having 
through balls to chase and a 
good finisher of attacking 
moves. Cummings is South’s 
top scorer over the two PSL 
seasons. 

ALUN EVANS — Any 
soccer fan confused by the 
term “target man” need only 
to watch Evans play. Always 
offers himself to team mates 
with the ball, shields it ex- 
cellently and lays off the ball 
well. The best centre forward 
in this country. 

GEORGE CAMPBELL — 
The idol of South Mel- 
bourne’s fans, Campbell's ball 
contro! is dazzling. He has 
pace and his passing his pin- 
point.

PHIL DANDO — €Ex- 
perienced goalkeeper, played 
in New Zealand and with 
Brisbane Lions before joining 
Newcastle.

He is from Bologna, which paid $600,000 
for him. He had previously played for Torino 
and has since been on loan to Brechia. 

But is he as classy as Roberto Vieri, the 
former Italian First Division star who is now 
the midfield maestro of Marconi? The 
answer to that question is not likely to be 
supplied by this week’s match. Obviously it 
will take Rampanti some weeks to produce 
his best. 

It is also intriguing to ponder the role Ray 
Richards will play at APIA, following his 
free transfer from Marconi. 

Richards, boasting his new slim look, is 
still among the most inspiring players in 
Australia but with Peter Stone and Ramp- 
anti certain to be selected, Richards faces 
still competition. 

In Richard's own words, his main com- 
petitor, Brian O'Donnell, will emerge as 
one of the stars of the 1979 PSL com- 
pettion.

Marconi has beaten Canberra only once in the Philips League, 
so despite Marconi’s edge in class, this match at Bruce Stadium 
on Sunday is by no means a foregone conclusion. 


In 1977 Canberra probably 
cost Marconi the 
championship by beating the 
Sydney team 1-0 at home 
and drawing 0-O away. 

And last year Canberra 
managed another scoreless 
draw at home before Marconi 
finally recorded its first win, 
2-0, against its bogey team. 

After much ex- 
perimentation — most of it 
made necessary by injuries — 
coach Les Scheinflug finally 
has most of the Marconi stars 
available for selection. 

With Eddie Krmecevic, the 
$7000 striker from Essen- 
don Croatia, moving into the 
attack for his first PSL match, 
Tony Henderson will be 
freed for a defensive or mid- 
field role. 

Henderson himself wants 
to play as stopper, but it’s un- 
likely he will get his wish, as 
Scheinflug quite rightly con- 
siders Henderson more valu- 
able in a less restrictive role. 

It will be interesting to see

Farrell was brilliant in 
Canberra’s shock 2-1 victory 
over South Melbourne a few 
weeks ago. Marconi had lost

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A gradual move to put professionals into 
management positions of our top clubs is a 
forward step in our soccer development. 


The greatest push for more 
management expertise and 
commitment seems to be in 
Sydney. 

Sydney City is at the front 
of the management push with 
Harry Lakmaker the general 
manager and John Warren, 
promotions manager. Gerry 
Chaldi is of course the chief 
coach and he is employed on 
a part-time basis. 

Marconi now has a full- 
time general manager in 
Livio Sartoretto and a full 
time manager-coach in Les 
Scheinflug. 

At St George a new full- 
time sales manager, Alan 
Barton, was recently ap- 
pointed. He joins the part 
time general manager, Les 
Bordacs, and full-time chiei 
coach, Josef Gelsi. 


APIA has a full-time chief 
coach in Jim Adam but is 
getting by with part-time 
men, Harry Ambrose and 
Dave McQuire who look 
after secretarial and promo- 
tional matters respectively. 


Canberra has recruited 
Max Talbot, ast year's pres- 
ident at Newcastle KB 
United, to look after the new 
licensed club, but generally 
Canberra like the other capi- 


tals, still relies on amateur 
committees to oversee the 
progress of their clubs. 

1 believe Sydney is taking 
the right step. by putting its 
affairs into the hands of 
people whose living will stand 
or fall by their success with 
the clubs. 

Unpaid committeemen 
have neither the time nor the 
commitment that is needed 
to produce successful organ- 
isations today. 

John Warren, Alan Bar- 
ton, Livio Sartoretto and 
Harry Lakmaker are all 
totally committed to their 
clubs for their living. 


Although Adelaide City has 
taken on Rale Rasic on a 
full-time basis to oversee the 
development of soccer in the 
club, even more important is 
the development of the club 
itself. 

Its management must be 
upgraded and what it has to 
offer sold more effectively to 
the public. 

Full-time manager-coaches 
rarely survive more than a 
couple of seasons. A good 
general manager or promo- 
tions manager could expect 
to stay for a decade if he is 
doing well. 
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With such continuity these 
men can introduce forward 
planning into clubs which 
currently lead such a pre- 
carious day-to-day existence. 


Toongabbie, in NSW's 
State League, which is push- 
ing for a Philips League place 
in the near future, has recog- 
nised the wisdom of forward 
planning and commitment. 


it has twb full-time execu- 
tives in charge of its soccer 
affairs. 

Full-time general manager 
is Bil P. who is 
supported by a full-time chief 
coach in Mick Jones. 


One of the major reasons 
that Sydney clubs have up- 
graded their management is 
sheer necessity caused by 
falling crowds, 


St George and Sydney City 
particularly face an enormous 
challenge to win support to 
sustain a Philips League 
team. .

To continue to leave club 
management in the hands af 
amateurs who run soccer as a 
hobby would be unprogres- 
sive and without progress you 
start to go backward. 


There will continue to be 
an important need for the 
amateur committee-man in 
the less vital aspects of day- 
to-day club management. 


But the overall devel- 
opment and promotion of the 
club must be in the hands of 
skilled professionals whose 
livelihood depends on them 
doing a successful job.

| wondered what we were 
going to be in for during the next 
45 minutes. | didn't have to wait 
long. Gerd Mueller put one in to 
make the score 3-0, but to our 
credit this was all they managed. 

In fact Atti Abonyi was un- 
lucky not to come home a rich 
man. He was on a substnatial 
bonus running into thousands of 
dollars from Tiger shoes if he or 
Adrian Alson scored the first 
goal for Australia in the World 
Cup finals.

days when he was labelled the “‘teenage superstar” and remember the 
enormous pressure he faced when playing. 


Like so many others who made a 
name for themselves at an early age, Ris- 
tovski found it hard to adjust and go from 
the budding youngster to the established 
senior. 

Living up to other people's ex- 
pectations places a heavy strain on 
young players. 

“When | came into the JUST first 
team as a 16-year-old,” said Mendo, 
“there was a lot of pressure on me. 
People were telling me to do this or do 
that and it made it very hard. 

"| was always expected to do some- 
thing outstanding. | could play a good 
game but unless | scored a great goal or 
beat my marker all the time, the suppor- 
ters would think | played badly. 

“And when | was going through a bad 
patch it was even worse. Sometimes 
things just don’t go right dnd there's not 
much you can do.” 

Ristovski’s problems started when he 
made a brilliant debut in 1972. His per- 
formance stunned the fans, but set a 
high level for Mendo to maintain. 

Ristovski remembers his first game 
well. 

"| played only three or four games in 
the reserve team before being promo- 
ted,” said Mendo. “I virtually went from 
under 16 to State League first in one 
jump. 

“But my first game wes fantastic. 
It's still my most memorable 
match.” 

Mendo played alongside JUST greats 
Branko Buljevic, Frank Micic, Dan 
Zoraja and Jimmy Milisavijevic, 
players Mendo had watched and idolised 
in years previous. 

His first match was against South 
Melbourne Hellas at Olympic Park in the 
1972 Victorian State League Cup. 

The result was a 0-0 draw. 

“| was very nervous at the start,” said 
Mendo, “but settled down once we got 
going. 

“| had a great game,” he continued, 
full of typical Ristovski self-confidence, 
“and never stopped running.” 

Buljevic was sent off in that 
match, just after half time, making 
JUST's performance more credi- 
table. 

In the retum match a week later at 
Middle Park, Ristovski stole the stage 
and won the hearts of JUST fans. 

Pistovski was again outstanding, but 
his moment of glory came after extra 
time. A 1-1 scoreline was the result after 
the battle, and penalties were needed. 

With the penalty showdown tied up, 
JUST had one penalty remaining. The 
fans were wondering who was going to 
take the vital kick. 


Ristovski was the one, and with 
the coolness of a player of great ex- 
perience, he slotted home the penal- 
ty to win the game for Footscray. 

You can see why the Footscray fans 
expected a lot from young Ristovski in 
the years to come! 

“The following season | found out a 
few things the hard way,” he said. “Il was 
injured and missed a couple of games 
and had to work to regain fitness and 
form. 


He battled through the difficult period 
and now has a far more relaxed attitude 
towards soccer. 

‘The pressure is gone,” he said. 
**| play my own game and don’t care 


one bit about others trying to tell me 
what to do. , 

“I'm part of the team and | try to do 
my best every game. I’m out to do well 
for Footscray JUST and myself, but ! 
don’t worry about any supporters who 
expect more from me.” 

Mendo knows why he was able to 
break away from the pressures of oid. 

“Branko Buljevic gave me the start,” 
said Mendo. “We used to play on the 
same side of the field and got a pretty 
good understanding of each other. We 
could really get going during a match. 

“Because of that, | felt part of the - 
team.” 

Buljevic left JUST in 1977 to join Fitz- 
roy Utd. The transfer fee was $12,000. 

The second thing that helped Mendo 


was the emergence of Zoran 
Ilioski and Joe Picioanea in the Foot- 
scray team. 


"When | first came into the team,” he 
said, “the next youngest player was 
Jimmy Milisavijevic. He was 24 but | 
was only 16, meaning there was a big 
gap. For a few years | was stranded as 
the kid of the team. 

“But over the past few years, Hioski 
and Pici have become established in the 
team. When they first came in, it meant ! 
was no longer the youngest and least ex- 
perienced.” 

There was never any doubt that Ris- 
tovski would become an established 
player. Critics will say he has stagnated 
over the past few seasons but the super- 
confident, cheeky Mendo has no doubts 
about his ability. 

The compact winger was born in Bitol- 
je. Yugoslavia, on February 2, 1956. 

He played no competitive soccer in his 
homeland but served his apprenticeship 
in village streets 

When eight years old, Ristovski and 
his family came to Australia. Even then, 
he didn’t go straight into soccer. Joining 
JUST was an accident. 

"For some reason my father didn't 
want me to play soccer,” said Mendo. 
“On weekends | always got up early and 
went walking. One Sunday morning | 
saw a friend from school walking with a 
sports bag. | asked where he was going 
and he said to Footscray Park to play 
with JUST. 

"| tagged along and at the ground | 
met Zika Nikolic, who was looking after 
Footscray’s juniors.” 

Nikolic. who has started the careers of 
many fine JUST layers, invited young 
Mendo to play. 

“| didn’t have any boots.” said Mendo, 
“so | played in my sandshoes. | scored 
two goals and joined the club the next 
week.” 

Ristovski. who has been with JUST 
nearly 14 years. progressed through the 
club’s junior teams. 

Along the way. he came under the eye 
of several fine coaches. 

“In under 12. | was coached by Cedo 
Cirkovic current JUST first team 
coach.” said Mendo. ‘The following year. 
Rale Rasic coached me. Both Rale and 
Cira were involved in the seniors, but 
found time to coach junior teams as well. 

**Milos Adamovic was my coach be- 
tween under 13 and under 15. All three 
helped me tremendously.” 

Mendo first played in the reserves at - 
Footscray while still at under 15 level. 
Then came the jump from under 16 to 
senior soccer. 


After bursing into soccer with such a 
great impact, Ristovski's career has been 
followed closely. So far he has made two 
appearances in Socceroo colors, but 
clearly he is a player of the future. 

"| played against Hong Kong in 
Canberra in 1976,” said Mendo, “but the 
Australian team wasn't a good one. It 
was selected hurriedly and was aimed at 
giving experience to players.” 

Australia lost 1-0 

Last season Ristovski was given a 
better idea of international soccer when 
selected in the Australian XI to face 
Greece at Olympic Park, Melboume. 

In front of 25,000 fans, Australia lost 
2-1. 

“1 didn’t play as well as | would have 
liked,” said Ristovski, “but it was good to 
be involved in the match. | settled down 
OK. but | would like to have done more 
playing in front of my home crowd.” 


And what about future Australian se- 
tection for Mendo Ristovski? 

“Many players are going all-out to get 
a place in the Australian team for the 
1982 World Cup bid,” said Mendo. “| 
would love to be selected but it’s not 
everything. I'll continue playing my own 
way and hopefully the coach will pick 
me. If I'm good enough I'll be in” 

Afte: a six-year, career in top soccer 
Mendo has discovered all the drawbacks, 

"The biggest drag is getting injured,” 
he said. “You can be playing well, then 
cop an injury. You go out of the team and 
in most cases lose fitness, From then on 
it’s a fight to. get back to your best. 


"| get a lot of trouble from a knee 
injury. Last season | missed six 
weeks, and in 1977 | was out for six 
weeks. My ligaments are bad, and if 
1 get a heavy knock the injury will 
flare up. It's very frustrating.” 

As a winger, it's Ristovski's job to take 
on and beat his full back. He’s successful 
at this. but there’s one man Méndo finds 
harder to beat than most. 

"Jim Tansey is my most difficult op- 
ponent,” said Mendo. “He players very 
hard. and even if you get past him he will 
bring you down. You lose confidence if 
your legs are taken from under you a 
couple of times.” 

Mendo emphasised that the art of 
dribbling past an opponent depends a lot 
on good fortune 

“Sometimes you can alide past the full 
back all day.” he said. “but on occasions 
it just doesn't work out. The ball can take 
a bad bounce, or a leg will cause a lucky 
deflection.” 

-Ristovski, an accountancy student, 
sees his role in the JUST team being as 
fairly straightforward. 


“Wingers are there to take the ball 
down the line,” he said, “then get in a 
cross. Now that we have Peter Offer- 
ton, the crosses can be high or low. We 
haven't had a forward with his height or 
heading ability since Buljevic !eft.” 

JUST is shaping up for a good year 
and Ristovski is confident of success. 


“We haven't had a lot of luck in 
the past two seasons,”’ he said, “but 
I think it’s about to change. The at- 
mosphere is great and there's com- 
petition for a place in the team. 
Everybody is trying their hardest to 
win a place. 

“tf we can avoid injuries, JUST will be 
up with the leaders.”

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Preston Makedonia has long been known 
as the ‘big spender’ of Victorian soccer. 


Each season the club spends thousands of dollars buying 
players, but that would change if Preston's junior co-ordinator 
John Kalinchev had his way. 

Kalinchev believes Preston’s committee should cut back on 
its buying of players, and give some of the clubs juniors a chan- 
ce. 3 
“Preston has many good junior players,”’ said John, 
“but there is fittle hope that they will make the senior 
team. The committee is too scared to give the young 
boys a go. The committee doesn't want the team to lose 
a game, and thinks buying established players is better 
than promoting good, young players.”* 


Kalinchev, an assistant coach for Preston’s senior team, as 
well as coach of the club’s under 14 and under 16 State League 
colts teams, said he would be working hard to change the 
club’s attitude towards juniors. 

-“The committee doasn’t think our young boys are good 
enough,” said John, “but how will they improve if they aren't 
given encouragement and the experience of playing in the State 
League.” 

At present, two young players are battling in the first team 
squad. Dusko Masaikovski and Alex Najdovski both have 
first team experience, but it’s unlikely they will be able to claim 
a regular place. 

Kalinchev’'s first step to help his juniors will be to ensure they 
have first-class coaching at a young age. 


“Coaching juniors property is very important,” he 
said. “They must be taught property when they are 
young. Too many junior coaches in Victoria don’t know 
enough about soccer. AH junior coaches should be quali- 
fied in some way before they teach the boys.”’ 

He also intends to get Preston's junior set up better organ- 
ised. 

“Hf we can get better “organisation in the areas of training, 
recruiting and promoting juniors to the senior teams, the stan- 
dard of our junior players will improve. Then, the club might 
give the boys more chance.” 

Kalinchev is planning Preston's first junior soccer clinic, 
which he hopes will become a regular feature of the club’s 
youth program. 

“in the May school holidays,” said Kalinchev, “we will be 
inviting youngsters between 13 and 16 to attend our soccer 
clinic. At this stage, the clinic will be for five days in the first 
week of the holidays.” 


Kalinchev said players from secondary schools in the Pre- 
ston, Thomastown and Lalor areas would be invited. 

“We are looking for a sponsor to provide each boy with a tee- 
shirt,” said John. “But the clinic will not cost the boys any 
money. They will get to keep the tee-shirt.” 


Leading Preston players incuding Lou Kastner, Robert 
Cuiten, Joff Faulkner and David Garthwaite could be help- 
ing out at the clinic. 

“We will divide the boys into two groups.” said John. “While 
one is working on the theory of the game, the other will work on 
practical, with coaching on all aspects — shooting, dribbling, 
heading, tackling and so on.” 

Kalinchev, a P.E. instructor at Preston Technical school, said 
the clinic should be a success. 

But he fired a broadside at junior clinics run as private enter- 
prises. 

“The clinics should be run by the V.S.F.,"" said John. 
“Even if the clubs provide the financial backing, the 
V.S.F. should be in control. 1 think it’s very bad that up to 
$100 is charged for a junior to be coached at privately- 
run clinics."* 

But back to preston, Kalinchev is proud of his club's record in 
the State League colts. 

Preston has won everal championships in the colts in the 
past few years. 


“Qur colts are very successful,”said John, “and we have 


some of the best juniors in the State. These boys must be given 
a chance.” 

At present, four ex-juniors are shaping up well in Preston's 
reserve team. They are Bill Dimoski, Peter Ristovski, Tom 
Pakovski and Chris Demeris. 

Kalinchev will continue pushing for a better deal for his ju- 
niors.

And Sanchez says Victorian 
soccer would be a lot healthier if 
the clubs gave youngsters a chan- 
ce. 

“Success is whet every club 
wants,”” said Sanchez, “and most 
think that buying players will 
solve everything. Supporters are 
the bread and butter for clubs and 
they want to follow a winning 
team 

"But a lot of these so-called 
experienced players who clubs 
buy are money hungry and dis- 
loyal. They‘re not really inter- 
ested in playing, only in 
making as much as thay can. 

“It's getting out of hand. The 
players demands are getting 
highér and the clubs are suffering. 
| can see a lot of clubs going 
bankrupt” 

Sanchez said some transfer 
fees were ridiculous. 

““Most of the players trans- 
ferred for $5,000,"" he said, 
‘aren't worth $1,000.”" 

When he took over at 
George Cross midway through 
last season it was immediately 
evident he would pursue a 
youth policy. His first move 
was to axe older, established 
players Paul Murphy, Kevin

and replace them with young- 
sters. 

They are Phil Cutajar, Robert 
Mirak and Jim Paparas. Cutajar 
had limited first team experience 
before Sanchez arrived but now 
all are firmly established and 
among the most promising 
players in the league. 

Paparas and Mirak are brilliant 
players, and were easily the ‘finds’ 
of the 1978 State League season. 

But many coaches in the State 
League prefer to have the security 


You might be ready to start- 
..but are the boys ready? Your 
coaching times are from 6 pm. to 
8 pm. your watch shows 6.05, 
and on looking around you see the 
lads standing in little groups chat- 
ting away, some still wearing their 
runners, some in tracksuits, some 
in shorts and most of them not 
very interested in what you want 
to do...so what do you do? 

Your instructions on the 
course’ were...’ Players should be 
organised on the pitch or in a 
‘grid’ quickly”’...in other words get 
them playing as soon as possible 

By the way, the word ‘working 
is used often when you attend a 
coaching course but | have found 
that most players don't take too 
kindly to this. Try using the word 
‘playing’ instead...after all, that is 
whet most of the boys have come 
or. 

Now lets get back to the 
“organised quickly” bit. Seeing 
your players standing there, look- 
ing very disinterested, makes you 
feel a little hostile and you might 
be tempted to scream! “Would 
you like me to bring you a cup of 
tea and biscuits, lads?” or “What 
do you think we are here for?” 
or.. come on boys, let's get start- 
ed. this is not a rest home’. My 
advice to you is DON’T! 


Why do | say that? There are 
several reasons. (1) These boys of 
yours might have been playing to- 
gether, a5 a team, for several 
years, and seeing this is their first 
session for the season, it would 
mean thet most of them would 
not have seen each other for 
about two months or more, so itis 
only natural for them to try to find 
out what their mates have been 
doing over the holidays. 


* Try to say to them...”’O.K, lads, 
let's use 15 minutes of tonight's 
session for talking and while you 
are talking get your boots and 
playing gear on.” 

| would suggest that you point 
out to them that next week you 
expect them al! to be ready to 
start at 6 o'clock, as you all have a 
lot of new ideas to try out this 
season. 


Other reasons are that they are 
not little soldiers and we don't 
want them behaving like soldiers. 
Don't forget that they are little in- 
dividuals; complete with feelings, 
likes and dislikes, so it is really up 
to you as a coach to get them 
working with you and to enjoy 
what they are doing, because if 
they are enjoying themselves, 
they will learn very quickly and 
willingly. Yelling at them will most 
certainly have the opposite effect. 
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Many ‘stars
